there.

From Baltimore. 

Baltimore, May 1.— Judge Bond of the 
Criminal Court, charged the Grand Jury 
Ibis morning. lie railed attention narti- 
cularly to the attack of the mob ou the 
military on the 10th of April, that the 
guilty might be brought to punishment. 

After the crowd had left the Custom 
House to-day, a man named Geo. Lem< u, 
in t lie uniform of the Maryland Guard*, 
dclibertely cut down the American flag, 
which fell into the arms of a bystander. 
He wa» immediately arrested by a deputy 
slieri!)', and with some difficulty sared Irom 
the wrath of t lie few Union men present, 
and conveyed to the police station, where 
hr awaits examination. The Guard, it is 
said, will expel him. 

Judge Bond’s charge to the Grand Jury, 
after reciting the occurrences of the 19th 
of April, says: “It !* your duty, gentle- 
men, under the solemn oaths you have 
taken, impartially to inquire into the oc- 
currences, and present such persons a? 
bore part in the mob. The very existence 
of society depends upon your faithful dis- 
charge ol this duty. You will inquire 
whether there was preconcert and prepara- 
tion, and by whom. You are bound to 
present tbo*e who aided in obstructing the 
railroad, prevented the sale march o! the 
troops, and assisted iu impeding their pas- 
sage. At the -*anie time, it i* your dntv to 
inquire whether any of our own citizen* 
were, without justification or provocation, 
fired upon by troop-, and killed."’ 

Baltimore, May I.— Besides the loss of 
Lie, ihe violence done to property, the 
breaking into -tores, the a .-umingof un- 
lawful authority, the irregular aud illegal 
arming of troop*, aud the attempt by or- 
ganized bauds, unkuowu to the law, to 
usurp the lawtul government, also deserve 
attention. The Judge concludes that the 
potent voice of law shotild be heard abote 
the din ol strife, else all security and sta- 
bility ia gone. There will be uo'thing left 
ol our social fame worthy an effort to pre- 
serve. 

The following circular to the Federal 
Government ai Wasl. iugtou, extensively 
signed, says: “ In our opinion military 
forces or stores ought to pu?s through Bxf- 
tiiuote without biuderance, and we will 
use our be*t efforts to prevent any obstruc- 
tion,” 

A memorial to the Legislature asks the 
rebuilding of bridges, and the reopening of 
all iiue* of comiunuication. 

The Police Commissioners here have re- 
ceived the restrictions on the exportation 
of breadstuffs. 

Resolutions were offered in the Maryland 
Legislature, ami referred to a seieet'eom- 
miitee saving that if more troop* be uecea 
»ary for the defense of the Capital, they 
may be transported over the railroad* of 
Maryland. 

Resolutions were also adopted to ap- 
point a committee to wait upon President 
Davis aud Governor Letcher to briug about 
au uudtrstauding whereby civil war may 
he averted. 

An American flag is to be presented to 
tbe Home Guard by the ladies of Frederick.
